The Trick of Breathing Flames and 
Sparks From the Mouth. 

Fire tricks were practiced in verv 
ancient times, The first known ore 
breather was a Syrian slave oamea 
Eunus, a leader in the Servile war in 
Sicily, 150 B.C. He pretended to bate

| fumes and sparks from his mouth, 


Iu order to accomplish this feat Eu 
ous plerced a nutshell at both ends, 
and, having diled it with some burn 
ing substance, be put it in his mouth 
and breathed through tt. ‘The same 
trick is performed today in a more 
approved manner, The performer roils 
some flax or hemp into a ball about 
the size of a walnut, which be iets 
burn until It 1s nearly consumed 
Then he fuils around it more flax 
while ie is still burning, By this 
means the fire is retained in the ball 
for a long time, He slips this ball 
into bis mouth unperceived and 
breathes through jit. His breath re 
vives the fire, and be sustains no tn- 
jury so long as be inbales onty through 
his nostrils, 

Various theories have been advanced 
to account for other feats of this sort 
performed by the ancients, An old 
ordeal was the holding of a redhot 
fron by the accused, who was not 
burned if he were iunocent. Probabis 
some protective puste was used on the 
hands, The peculiar. property of 
mineral salts, such as alum, in pro- 
tecting articles of dress from fire has 
long been known, An old Milanese 
devised a costume consisting of a 
cloth covering for the body which bad

SIR R. HART DEAD 


Britisher Who Introduced Many Re- 


forms Into China 

London.—Sir Robert Hart, director. 
general of customs in China from 1901 
to 1908, and inspector-general since 
1863, died recently. Sir Robert had 
been living in England sinee his re- 
tirement from the Chinese service be- 
cause of ill health. 

Sir Robert Hart, who was an Trish- 
man by birth, had been in the Chin- 
ese maritime custom service — since 
1850. He was born in 1835. He was 
the most potent link between China 
und the western world. He erented its 
customs service; he gave China a 
comprehensive tariff; and was behind 
practically every commercial treaty 
that China made prior to 1908, when 
he returned to England because of ill- 
health, 

Soon after his return, he retired 
from the Chinese service. He was 
secretary to the commission of allies 
which met in Canton in 1868. He en- 


tered the Chinese customs service as 
deputy commissioner the next year 
After being advanced to the post of in- 


spector-general of customs in 1863, he 
reorganized the service on modern 
lines, 

Chinese and Malay pirates at that 
time made Chinese waters unsafe to 
commerce, Hart equipped a large 


fleet of stenmers to hunt the nirates | 


down He established lighthouses, 
and, later, a postal service, In recog. 
nition of his innumerable services, he 
received the greatest honors in the 
gift of the Chinese government
